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Fired Persons’ Statements 

East Bay Labor Journal has 
been running statements by indi- 
viduals telling of being discharged 
after they had appeared before the 
Velde Committee. 

If other such statements of local 
persons come in, we shall publish 
them, if they are of reasonable 
length, although we are not seek- 
ing them. 

We publish them primarily, of 
course, because we feel that many 
of the methods of the Congres- 
sional investigating groups are 
questionable, and that those who 
suffer because of these methods 
are entitled to publicity for their 
statements. 

But we also feel that unions are 
interested in the reasons for a 
person’s discharge, as all the his- 
tory of unionism has shown. 

The first thing a good unionist 
wishes to know, when he hears 
that someone is discharged, is: 
Why was he fired?

Unpopular Union Members 

, In these days of investigations, 
Sometimes a union member before 
being summoned by a committee 
and fired by the employer is al- 
ready unpopular among the mem- 
bers of the union. 

“That fellow is either a Commie 
or a fellow traveler,” is the re- 
mark that they may have been 
going around in the union about 
such a person. If so, there is a 
tendency for the union to do noth- 
ing about it when the individual 
is fired. 

If there is now such a tendency, 
it is our belief that it will not 
long continue. If Congressional in- 
vestigators such as Velde and 
McCarthy continue to throw their 
weight around as they now do, 
union leaders will more and more 
feel that there is no reason why 
the employer should be given, un- 
challenged, the decision as to the 
economic life or death of the work- 
er who has been haled before the 
Congressional committee.

Inereasing Now 


Half a million more children 
were employed in 1950 than in 1940, 
and their total was 1,300,000 at the 
last count, according to the Na- 
tional Child Labor Committee. 
Most were part-time workers. The 
group’s annual report was present- 
ed yesterday at a directors’ meet- 
ing at the Gramercy Park Hotel. 

The increase was greatest among 
the 14 and 15-year-olds, with one 
child in eleven earning money, 
against one in twenty-three in 
1940. Eighty-three percent of this 
age group are part-time worker 
still in school.
